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SUBJECT: SECRETARY'S TRIP: BOLIVIA PRESIDENT REQUESTS 
SECRETARY DISCUSS OUTLET TO SEA 
WITH PERUVIAN PRESIDENT 

1 . PRESIDENT BANZER CALLED ME TO HIS OFFICE FEB 14 TO CONSULT 

ABOUT POSSIBILITY OF SECRETARY KISSINGER'S RAISING WITH PRESIDENT 

MORALES BERMUDEZ THE SOLUTION TO TENSIONS BETWEEN PERU AND 

CHILE BY MEANS OF AN ARRANGEMENT FOR A CORRIDOR TO THE SEA 

FOR BOLIVIA. HE MADE HIS PRESENTATION IN TERMS OF AN 

OPPORTUNITY FOR THE U.S. TO CONTRIBUTE TO 

RELIEVING STRAINS IN THE SOUTHERN CONE AND BRINGING ABOUT 

PEACE IN THIS TROUBLED AREA. HE EXPRESSED HIS CONCERN 

ABOUT A POSSIBLE FUTURE CONFLICT BETWEEN CHILE AND PERU 

AND NOTED THE LARGE BUILD-UP IN ARMS IN THE TWO COUNTRIES 

IN RECENT YEARS. HE SAID THAT A U.S. DIPLOMATIC 

PRESENTATION TO MORALES BERMUDEZ WOULD HAVE BENEFICIAL 

EFFECT SINCE IT COINCIDES WITH MORALES OWN VIEWS OF HOW BEST 

TO SOLVE THE TWO ISSUES OF CHILE/PERU POTENTIAL CONFLICT 

AND BOLIVIA'S OUTLET TO THE SEA. PRESIDENT BANZER 

SAID THAT A PRIVATE TALK WITH MORALES COULD NOT IN 

HIS OPINION BE USED BY LEFTIST ELEMENTS IN THE GOP AND COULD 

NOT HAVE ANYTHING BUT A HELPFUL IMPACT ON THE NGOTIATIONS 
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2. PRESIDENT BANZER BEGAN HIS DISCUSSION WITH A GENERAL 
STATEMENT THAT EXTREMISTS IN AND OUT OF THE SOUTHERN CONE 
HAVE SOUGHT TO TOPPLE PRSIDENT PINOCHET AND HIMSELF. 

HE SAID THOSE SAME ELEMENTS ARE NOW ATTEMPTING TO TORPEDO THE 
OUTLET TO THE SEA TALKS SO AS TO CONTINUE DISSENSION IN 
THIS AREA. HE SAID THAT BOLIVIA IS KEENLY INTERESTED IN 
AN OUTLET TO THE SEA BUT EVEN MORE IMPORTANTLY IS INTERESTED 
IN REDUCING TENSIONS AND IN SEEING RESTRAING ON ARMS BUILD-UP 
IN CHILE AND PERU. HE EXPRESSED HIS CONCERN THAT IF THE OUTLET 
TO THE SEA MATTER WERE NOT SATISFACTORILY SOLVED THERE COULD 
WELL BE ARMED CONFLICT BETWEEN CHILE AND PERU. BOLIVIAN LAND 
AND AIR SPACE WOULD BE INVOLVED. HE SAID THAT AVOIDING SUCH 
A CONFLICT SHOULD BE A SUBJECT OF CONCERN FOR ALL OF THE 
HEMISPHERE. 

3. THE PRESIDENT SAID HE KNEW PERFECTLY WELL THAT IT WOULD 
NOT BE POSSIBLE FOR THE SECRETARY TO VISIT BOLIVIA ON THIS 
TRIP. BUT HE ASKED ME HOW HIS CONCERNS AND HIS INTEREST IN 
HAVING THE SECRETARY RAISE THESE SUBJECTS WITH PRESIDENT MORALES 
COULD BEST BE PRESENTED TO THE SECRETARY. 

HE ASKED ME IF IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE FOR ME TO GO TO LIMA TO 
HAVE A FEW MINUTES CONVERSATION WITH THE SECRETARY BEFORE HE 
STARTED HIS TALK WITH THE PERUVIAN AUTHORITIES. HE ASKED 
IF THAT WERE NOT POSSIBLE WOULD IT BE POSSIBLE FOR A MEMBER 
OF THE SECRETARY'S GROUP TO COME TO LA PAZ TO MEET WITH 
HIM AND RETURN TO LIMA TO BRIEF THE SECRETARY IN TIME TO 
HAVE THE MATTER RAISED WITH THE PERUVIAN PRESIDENT. I TOLD 
THE PRESIDENT I WOULD CONVEY HIS THOUGHTS TO WASHINGTON PROMPT- 
LY AND SEEK GUIDANCE. I TOLD HIM THAT I WOULD LAY OUT HIS 
CONVERSATION AS BEST AS I COULD IN MY MESSAGE. WHILE HE 
EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR THAT HE SAID THAT HE IS CONVINCED 
THAT A FACE-TO-FACE REVIEW EITHER BY ME WITH THE SECRETARY 
OR BY AN EMMISSARY FROM THE SECRETARY'S GROUP WOULD BE THE MOST 
USEFUL. 

4. I SHOULD NOTE THAT THE PRESIDENT LEFT A MEETING TO TALK 
WITH ME AND THAT PRESENT IN THE MEETING WERE THE BOLIVIAN 
AMBASSADORS TO CHILE AND PERU. I SUSPECT THAT THE INITIATIVE 
PRESIDENT BANZER TOOK WITH ME IS A DIRECT OUTGROWTH OF IDEAS 
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GIVEN TO HIM BY BOLIVIA'S AMBASSADOR TO PERU, JULIO SANJINES. 

5. I WOULD BE MOST APPRECIATIVE FOR A RESPONSE WHICH I COULD 
PASS TO THE PRESIDENT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. PERHAPS IF THE 
SECRETARY COULD SEE AMBASSADOR SANJINES FOR A FEW MINUTES IN 
LIMA THAT WOULD SATISFY BANZER ’S REQUEST. 
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
